The similarity in background information regarding the subjects 
of your above-mentioned communications, except for birth data, appears 
to Indicate that the subjects may be identical. This is particularly 
apparent \dien your communications are considered in the light of the 
report of Special Agent Bernard T. Fusco of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, dated Kay 24, 1952, in the case of Tiberiu HUMITA, FBI 
File Ko. 65-60744- 

Our file SA-7979321 reflects that Tiberiu HUIIITA, now residing 
in Detroit, Mchigan, was born on Dece;abcr 20, 1913 » in Sorecar^, Cl'^^ 
Houmania; that he was lavjfully adiiiitted for permanent residence at the 
port of Bew York, Kew York, on inarch 23 , 1951, cx **USI!3 General C- H- 
Muir*', under Section 2(c) of the Iiamigration Act of June 25, 1946; that 
the subject was issued Section 6(a) Imtnigration Visa 254/79 ty the 
Consular Sub-Office, at Sagnoli, IlapJ^ao', Italy, onFeJ>ruary 6, 1951; 
that the subject *s parents, Teodoce?wInaita and 24«SPTC&udan, were then 
residing at x'loesti, Roumania; and that the subject resided in Homnania 
from 1928 to 19A1, in Germany from 1941 to 1945, end in Italy from 1945 
to date of issuance of visa. 

It will be appreciated if the Central Intelligence Agency and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, to vrtiom a copy of this meraorandum is 
being addressed, can advise Tdiether the subjects of the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency memoranda are in fact identical- 
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
